A crowd of 150 witnessed the 
first MPC teach-in in the Library 
Patio. The teach-in was sponsored 
by Student Committee for Under- 
ground Movies (SCUM), but two 
participants were members of the 
newly established chapter of Stu- 


dents for Democratic Society 


(SDS) on campus. 
The topic of the teach-in was 


education, Three students and a 
faculty member gave their point of 
views. All of them were in agree- 
ment that the present system of 
college education is a part of the 
giant industrial establishment.

er was’ Behrouz 

Saba. “Schools 

are instruments of 

mass brain wash- 

ing; students are 

bombarded by a 

lot of information.

Ken Dursa, the 
student who orig- - 
nated the idea of 
establishing an 
SDS chapter on 
the campus, said, 
“The educational 
system is not run 
by the educators. 
Masters of big in- > 
dustry supply the Dursa 
money and control the colleges. 
The politicians are old movie ac- 
tors and tap dancers who put on a 
show and mislead the people.” 


Dan Schwartz, sociology instruc- 
tor, said, “Colleges and universities 
train people how to kill effectively. 
MIT is the 14th leading defense 
contractor in the country. The H- 
bomb and napalm are results of re- 
search that has gone on in the 
universities.” 


Stephen Coyle, SDS member 
urged the students to do something 
effective about a situation that 
speakers had called undesirable and 
dangerous. 


The brief question and answer 
period that took place after the 
talks was tense. Dursa and Saba 
disagreed on the issue of violent 


student involvement. ‘The students 
should not lower their position to 


fight the cops in the streets; the 
revolution should take place in the 
classes,” Saba mentioned. Dursa’s 
answer was that “intellectual argu- 
ments have so far failed. In labor 
conflicts physical resistance and 
strikes have proved to be neces- 
sary.’ 


“Murder in the Cathedral” will 
be presented next weekend. 

It will be one of the last plays 
to be seen in the old Little Thea- 
ter. A new building will be con- 
structed by Fall. 


This play, written in 1936 by T. 
S. Eliot, is more true to life in 
the 1960’s than when it was writ- 
ten. It is the story of the last few 
days of Archbishop Thomas Beck- 
ets’ life in Canterbury Cathedral, in 
the year 1170.

The only other action 
of great worth was the notice of 
the California Junior College Stu- 
dent Government Association 
meeting that would be held March 
8 in Foothill. A meeting was called 
for March 5 for all those who in- 
tended to go to the CJCSGA meet- 
ing. The Parliament then split into 
the House of Lords and House of 
Commons for individual meetings.

On March 5 - 
some members of Heidemeyer 
Parliament met to discuss the 
meeting to be held in Foothill Col- 
lege of the schools in Area VI of 
the CJCSGA. 

Plans were made to. provide 
transportation to Foothill. Also 
there was some talk about pre- 
senting a motion to the Area VI 
schools to change the constitution 
of CJCSGA. The change would 
exclude advisors as voting mem- 
bers in the CJCSGA. This would 
make the student government as- 
sociation more like the Journalism 
Association of Junior Colleges, in 
which students meet without hav- 
ing advisors present. 

Foothill College 

Members of Parliament met with 
other schools in Area VI on Satur- 
day, March 8, 1969. The purpose of 
the conference was to allow the 
schools in Area VI to discuss their 
problems among themselves and 
to see what is happening on other 
campuses. A second purpose was to 
prepare resolutions to go to the 
state organization. Of prime in- 
terest to the delegates from MPC 
was the passage of their resolution 
to remove advisors in CJCSGA as 
voting members. This resolution 
was passed and will be brought up 
in the state convention. The stu- 
dents who represented MPC were 
Frank Williams, Dennis Welch, 
Charles Brown, Harry Smith, Rich 
Hermanson, Morteza Rezvario, 
Connie Wermuth, Tony Soriano 
and Bradley Kight.

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The central core of MPC’s cam- 
pus will be completely landscaped 
by the end of the Summer, accord- 
ing to President George Faul: 


Dr. Faul’s promise was confirm- 
ed by architect Fred Keeble, a part- 
ner in the firm in charge of the 
campus building program. 


Along with the 
which includes, walks, sprinklers, 
drinking fountains, benches, trees, 
grass, flowers and bushes, the road 
to the life science building will also 


landscaping, 


be completed before next semester. 


Of the projected buildings, the 
theater is half completed and will 
be ready by the Fall of this year. 
The new student center will take 
one year to build and construction 
will start this Summer. 


The bidding process for the art 
and music building contracts is 
currently underway. 


The landscaping of the central 
core will be completed at a cost of 
$38,000. It will cost $8,000 for the 
road to the Life Science Building 
and $52,000 is required for the 
planting and installment of sprink- 
lers. The original plan for the land- 
scaping was rejected by campus 
officials. because of the impracti- 


cality. For one thing, the walk pat- 
tern was wrong. By observing the 
students walking back and forth to 
classes, new patterns were design- 
ed. Besides that, some trees ob- 
structed the view to the bay. 


Included in the building pro- 
gram are pathways through the 
canyon from the student center to 
the parking lots and a bridge from 
the Library and the Electronics 
Building. The removal of the old 
Student Union will be considered 
after the new one is completed. The 
walks across the canyon will run 
underneath the bridges. It is prob- 
able that the bridge from the Li- 
brary will never be built, or that its 
construction will be postponed for 
lack of funds. 


Another possible postponement 
will be in the demolition of the cur- 
rent Student Union, since there is 
a need for offices. 


Aside from the temporary delay 
in the landscaping project because 
of the necessity for new planning, 
the whole building process has 
been halted several times during 
this month due to weather condi- 
tions. “We are a little behind sched- 
ule, I admit but we’ll catch up in 
the summer,” concluded Keeble. 


Shoe Box Waits

has a record of active members on 
file with ICC.

Sensory and Personal Awareness 
Stimulated by Bernard Gunther 


About 125 people attended “A 
Sensory Celebration” last Friday 
evening, and most went away “feel- 
ing groovy.” 

The event was held in the MPC 
Gym, and consisted of two hours 
of experimentation in personal 
awareness, relaxation and _ inter- 
personal relationships. Leading the 
participation demonstration was 
Bernard Gunther, noted developer 
and advocate of the use of touch 
relaxation, body awareness and 
non-verbal communication. 

The desired purpose of the eve- 
ning (as in the theory) was “to 
make yourself aware of you, and 
what’s going on around you,” ac- 
cording to Gunther. The program 
is designed to increase your appre- 
ciation of life, and further your in- 
sight into yourself. 

Gunther, a slender, intelligent 
looking man with a hint of a beard 
and a deep, almost hypnotic speak- 
ing voice, began the session by ex- 
plaining the above concepts, and 
then invited the group to remove 
their shoes and join him on the 
gym floor. A small metal platform 
had been erected for Gunther in 
the middle of the room, and he led 
the group from there with the aid 
of a microphone. 

The first experiments were in 
touch awareness. Individuals were 
told to slap themselves lightly on 
the face, and concentrate not on the 
slapping but on the sensation it 
produced. Concentrate. ‘How does 
the back of your head feel? Your 
shoulders?”

Leading 
throughout last Thursday’s meet, 
the eight-man Wolfpack sank 
Gavilan 67-32, at the Gilroy High 
pool in their Coast Conference 
opener. 

The aquamen are scheduled to 
travel to Cabrillo today for their 
second league meet at 3:30 pm. 

Out of the 12 events, the Lobos 
took no less than 10 first place 
honors. Veteran Les Waddel took 
three individual firsts in the 1000 
yd. freestyle, 200 yd. individual 
medley, and 500 yd. freestyle.
